That is, he failed to either 
approve or veto eleven bills sent him the last 
few days of the session, and consequently they 
failed to become laws. Mr. Cleveland never 
took advantage ofthe pocketing process, but 
asa yeto artist he has never been eqnalled. 
During the first session of congress after his 
inauguration he vetod 113 bills, and kept it up 
at this rate during his entire term.

There was much kicking among the mem- 
bers of the house during the past session, on ac- 
count of lack of what they consider neces- 
sary perquisites. 

The members want clerks. They say they 
are as much entitled to them as the senators, 
yet the majority of them have not the nerve to 
yote for such a bill. 

They*also want the privilege of franking 
their letters. It costs the ayerage member $1 
a day for stamps, and the average senator over 
twice that amount. Yetneither house has the 
nerve to pass a bill providing for franking let- 
ters. 

Asit is now, representatives get, besides 
salaries of $5,000, $125 for stationery, and 
mileage to the amount of 20 cents a mile each 
way from their homes to Washington. 

An effort will be made at the next session 
to pass a bill providing for a clerk to each 
member, but the chances are it will fail.

Washington without congress isas dull as 
Florida without the Yankee. 

When congress is here everything is on the 
rush: the hotels and boarding houses are 
crowded,the cabs are rushing in every direction, 
the street cars are packed and jammed, the thea- 
ters are filled, and everything booms. When 
congress gocs the hotels are practically deserted, 
the cabs are principally stationary in the regu- 
lat stands, the car horses become lazy and 
drag alowg slowly half filled cars, while thea- 
ters only do a moderate business. 

With congress in session the hotels and 
boarding houses reapa harvest, not only the 
congressmen, their families, and friends 
are here, but the committee 
clerks, doorkeepers and hundreds of 
capitol employes who draw fat salaries are 
here with their families. ‘Then there is the 
horde of oftice seekers, who are here with each 
and every congress. But the juiciest plums of 
all for the hotels are the thousands of delega- 
tions that come to Washington to appear be- 
fore committees or look after legislation for 
their cities or sections. These crowds—especi- 
ally those interested in tariff and river and 
harbor bills—come with their pockets filled ,to 
overflowing with crisp notes, and they spend 
it promiscuously—almost wildly. Washing- 
ton has none of this now. Indeed, there is a 
dead calm here.

South Carolinians in Washington say that 
the Tillmanites will not oppose Senator Hamp- 
ton’s re-election to the senate. 

Senator Hampton is a'friend of the Tillmans 
—both the congressman and the next gov- 
ernor—and it seems quite straight that both 
will advise their friends in the legislature to 
allow the veteran another term.

As a statesman he has never cut much of 
figure in the senate, butas a senator working 
for his state, he has been a success. 

' Senator Hampton, like Senator Brown, has 
been remarkably successful in the lecal meas- 
ures he has advocated, and in that way he has 
been more useful to his state that a more elo- 
quent orator or greater statesman would have 
Every senator on the floor is his per- 
sonal friend. Therefore, he has no trouble in 
Securing all the necessary votes to past any 
measure in which the palmetto state is inter- 
ested.

CHARLOTTE, N. C., October 6.—[Special.]— 
Captain W. A. Barrier, for sixteen years prin- 
cipal of the Macon school here, and one of the 
best known educators inthe south, died at 
7 :20 o’clock tonight of paralysis of the bowels. 
Captain Barrier had not been sick quite two 
weeks, and in his death tonight there is a re- 
markable conincidence. He was unmarried, 
and has for years boarded with Mrs. McLeod 
here. Little Willie Cuthberson, a bright lad 
of nine years and a grand son of Mrs. McLeod, 
lived with her, and he was particularly fond of 
Captain Barrier, and was one of the young 
pupils of his school. Captain Barrier having 
no familyofhisown, naturally became very 
tenderly attached to this child. When Captain 
Barrier left school week before last, to take 
his bed, Little Willie began to complain and 
followed him. The little fellow is now dead 
and Captain Barrier’s remains will be interred 
tomorrow.

MEETING THE PEOPLE. 


RECEPTION TO THE CUUNT OF PARIS 
IN PHILADELPHIA. 


THOUSANDS SHAKE HIS_ HAND. 


The Union League Ciub Rooms Crowded 
with Distinguished People — The 
Count at McClellan's Grave. 


New York. October 6.—The ‘Comte de 
Paris left New York this morning on the 
Chicago limited, via the Pennsylvania rail- 
read, from Jersey City, at 10:23 o’c’ock. He 
was accompanied by his suite and the follow- 
ing committee from the Philadelphia com- 
mandery: Colonel John P. Nicholson, Gen- 
eral Gregg, Colonel Goodman, Colonel George 
Meade and Henry T. Coates. Others with the 
party are General O. O. Howard, General 
Daniel Butterfield, General Martin T. McMa- 
hen, General Connor, Lieutenant Leach and 
Goneral Abner Doubleday, one of the corps 
commanders of the army ofthe Potomac. The 
car of President Roberts, of the Pennsylvania 
railroad, was attached tothe Chicago limited 
and placed at the disposal of the party. The 
Comte de Paris expressed his delight and sin- 
cere appreciation of the kindly welcome he 
had met within New York. General Butter- 
field said the comte seemed to be enjoying 
himself like a scheoel boy out on a lark. 

This evening the Loyal Legion, of Philadel- 
phia, will give a reception to the party at the 
Union League club. It is the intention of the 
Comte de Paris while visiting old battle fields in 
the south to visit the manufacturing districts to 
collect data fora book upon the condition of 
the mechanical classes in this country. 

ARRIVAL IN PHILADELPHIA. 

PHILADELPHIA, October 6.—The Comte de 
Paris and party arrived here at 2 o’clock from 
Trenton. In pursuance of arrangements made 
by the committee of the Loyal Legion, whese 
guest tho comte and party will be while in 
this city, the gentlemen were conducted to the 
city hall. Here Mayor Fitler, presidents of 
the select and common councils, heads of de- 
partinents of the municipal government, and 
& number of prominent citizens were in wait- 
ing in the mayor’s oftice. 

The comte was introduced to Mayor Fitler 
by General Gregg. The comte then intro- 
duced the rest of the party to the mayor. 
After the ceremony of introduction was over, 
Mayor Fitler, in a brief speech, welcomed the 
Comte de Paris to Philadelphia, Upon con- 
clusion of the mayor's address, President 
Smith, of the select council, read to the comte 
a series of resolutions passed by the council, 
referring to the comte’s services as an aide on 
General McClellan's staff and bidding him a 
cordial welcome. 

#In reply the Comte de Paris said: 
®@‘‘It is with the greatest pleasure that I ac- 
cept the freedom of this city. In my own be- 
half and that of all my family I accept it.” 

AT M’CLELLAN’S GRAVE. 

While at Trenton the comte sent the follow- 
ing despatch to Mrs. McClellan: 

Deeply impressed bya visit to the grave of my 
beloved chief, | send you expressions of my sym- 
pathy and wishes for your welfare. 

After the interchange of courtesies at the 
mayor's oftice the visitors returned to the 
Pennsylvania railroad station where they 
boarded President Robert’s privatecar, which 
was attached to the 3:45 train for Bryn Mawr, 
where they dined at Wootten, Mr. Child’s 
country residence. ° 

PLANTING TREES, 

It has been the custom of Mr. Chiids to 
have all distinguished visitors to his country 
place plant a tree in commemoration of their 
visit and the Comte de Paris, Duc de Orleans 
and others of the party followed this custom. 

Each member of the party planted a differ- 
ent species of tree on the lawn at the back of 
the house Thetrees planted by the French 
visitors stand between those planted by Gen- 
erals Grant and Sherman, and with those 
already planted by other guests, form quite a 
grove. 

THE RECEPTION AT THE CLUB. 

The reception given by the Royal Legion of 
the Union League club tonightin honor of 
Comte de Paris was brilliant and splendid. 
Arrangements were made on a #£mag- 
nificent seale and _. the adornments 
were almost unequaled in elaborateness. 
Tri-colored bunting hid the ceilings and walls, 
cut and potted flowers and evergreens were in 
every room and the stairway, and hundreds of 
red, white and blue electric flames lighted up 
the building and from amid banks of 
palms and ferns. The corridors and rooms 
were filled with men of notein civil life and 
of distinction on the battle field. At 9 o’clock 
the reception committee of the Philadelphia 
commandery formed a line on each side of the 
doorway, and a few minutes later the comte 
entered on the arm of General Gregg, followed 
by the Duc de Orleans, escorted by George W. 
Childs, and the rest of the party. They were 
welcomed by Samuel B. Huey, and escorted to 
the library on the second floor, where a recep- 
tion was held. One thousand guests were pre- 
sented jto the comteand Duc de Orleans. Occa- 
sionally in the line the comte would find some 
old friend with whom he had bivouacked on 
the peninsula, or struggled with in the swamps 
of the (Chickahominy. When such a one 
came along, he would grasp his hands in 
both of his, and while he _ shook 
them he would say a few pleasant 
words of reminiscences of old times. The 
Duc de Orlean$ went through the ordeal of 
handshaking, the most part in a perfunctory 
manner, but whenever he saw his father more 
than usually pleased in greeting some one his 
own face would light with a bright smile, and 
he would shake his hand as energetically as 
the comte. 

DISTINGUISHED AMERICANS PRESENT. 

Among those who passed before the Comte 
de Parisand were presented to him were: 
General Daniel E. Sickles, of New York ; Gen- 
eral Parke, of Chicago, who commanded an 
army corps during the war; General 
Alexander Webb, who commanded the 
Philadelphia brigade that broke Pickett’s 
charge at ety, tae, F General Doubleday, 
General Lewis Merrill, Governor Biggs, of 
Delaware; and General Fitz John Porter. 
The Comte de Parisand party were then en- 
tertained at a banquet. 6 party will leave 
here tomorrow for Washington. Wednesday 
night the comte will leave for Richmond, 
where he will remain for three or four days, 
atthe end of which time he will visit the 
scenes of battles in which he participated in 
Virginia. a

THE WOMAN WAS WRATHY, 


And Used Her Revolver Upon Her Sue |

A pistol shot,.a of pain, and a woman 
brandishing asmoking revolver, drew an im- 
mense crowd to the corner of Second avenue 
and Twenty-first street at 2 o’clock this after- 
noon. 

Edward T. Martin, president of the Fast 
Birmingham Land Coinpany, anda member of 
the firm of Martin &-Leedy, brokers, had been 
shot in the back and dangerously wounded by 
a dark-eyed young woman. E 

The woman claims to be Mrs. Clarence D. 
Martin, wife ofa young brother of the man 
she-shot. She was arrested and locked up, but 
refused to make any statement or give her 
reasons for shooting Martin, It was evident she 
meant to kill him, as she snapped the pistol 
twice, but it-failed to fire a second time. The 
ball entered Martin’s back, near the spinal 
column, and ranged to one side, infliet- 
ing a serious wound, but the physicians think 
he will recover. 

Two years ago, Clarance D. Martin, brother 
ofthe wounded man, went to Texas. Six 
months ago he returned here, and soon after- 
wards a young woman followed, and claimed 
that she was his wife. Martin left the city 
when the woman arrived, and his brother had 
an interview with her. The result of the in- 
terview was that the woman left the city, and 
did not return until a few days ago. 

This morning she called.on E. T. Martin, 
and it is thought demanded money. Again, at 
20’clock, she met him at his office, and the 
two went outon the sidewalk, and taiked a 
few moments. Martin turned and walked 
away, but had gone only a few steps when the 
woman opened a smal! bundle she carried, 
drew out a pistol, and fired. The woman isa 
sinal] brunette, about thirty yoars old, and she 
claims that Clarence Martin married herin 
Texas two years ago, and deserted her soon 
afterwards. Nothing of her past history is 
known. &. T. Martin, the wounded man, is 
a wealthy and prominent citizen, thirty-five 
years old. 

The woman who claims to be Mrs. Clarence 
Martin, it is said, is named Julia Powers, and 
her home was in Macon, Ga. It is claimed 
that she followed young Martin to Texas sev- 
oral years ago; and thoy liyed together awhile, 
matried is denied. 
His brother, it seems, tried to keep him away 
from the woman, and she persisted in follow- 
ing him up, which resulted in the shooting 
today. 

Mr. Martin is resting easy tonight, and the 
doctors say he will recover. 


TWO ALABAMIANS IN TROUBLE. 


They Are Arrested in New York on a 
Criminal Charge. 

New York, October 6.—Robert D. George 
and James H. Hapley, two Alabamians, last 
night, at Grand Central depot, were arrested 
upon the complaint of a man giving his name 
as Eaton, charging them with having buncoed 


‘a green goods man. They were arraigned this 


afternoon in Yorkville court and heldin $300 
bail for carrying concealed weapons. Eaton, 
the complainant, did not put in an 
appearance, though he promised to do s0, 
Both prisoners are perfectly noncommittal, 
and have retained ex-Judge Murray to look 
after their interests. One thousand five hun- 
dred and seyonty-four dollars found in their 
possession, by order of the court, was turned 
over to the property clerk. Their counsel 
fought hard to prevent this, claiming that his 
clients were held upon the charge of carrying 
concealed ..,, Weapons, and not for 
taking money. The money was their 
personal property, and the court 
had no righito deprive them of it. He also 
urged that any man who carried about his per- 
son such large amounts was justified in having 
a pistol to protect himself from being robbed. 
The justice was firm, and said that after the 
charge against them haa been disposed of they 
could begin a replevin suit for the recovery of 
the $1,574. 


A PECULIAR SUICIDE. 


A Sleeping Car Passenger Hangs Him- 
self. 

CHARLESTON, 8. C., October 6.—[Special.]— 
A peculiar suicide occurred on the down Col- 
umbia train of the South Carolina railread, 
due here at 9:15 o’clock tonight. Soon after the 
train left Branchville, one of the passengers 
entered the toilet room of the coach He locked 
himself in, and remained there _ so 
long that some of tho passen, 
gers and passengers called the conductor’s 
attention tothe fact. The conductor forced 
the door open, and found the man hanging by 
the neck dead. He had used one of his sus- 
penders which he made fast to the ventilating 
tube near the ceiling. The body was cut 
down and brought to the city. On his person 
was found a card bearing the address, G. 
Schub, 1634, Hartford avenue, Baltimore, and 
about $115 in money. The suicide is about 
thirty years old, and weighs about two hun- 
dred pounds.

CONFUSION IN COURT. 


A Spat Between Mr. O’Brien and the 
Crown’s Counsel. 

Dustin, October 6.—The magistrate’s court 
at Tipperary, before which the case of 
Dillion, O’Brien and anumber of other defend- 
ants charged with conspiracy, is being heard, 


reconvened this morning. All theaccused, with ” ° 


the exception of O’Mahony, who is ill, were 
present, but their counsel—Redmond and 
Timothy Healy—were absent in consequence 
of au important engagement, which demanded 
their attention elsewhere. 

On behalf of O’Mahony, Mr. Dillion pro- 
duced certificates from two Clonmel doe- 
tors, stating that he was seriously ill and that 
it was impossible for him to attend the trial. 

‘Mr. Ronan, prosécator forthe crown, ob- 
jected to the certificate; as not being a valid 
excuse for O’Mahony’s absence, and insisted 
that the doctors be summoned by the court to 
testify as to their patient’s condition. 

Mr. Dillop said thag the doctor’s certificate 
would have to be accepted as evidence that 
Mr. O’Mahony was in no condition to appear 
before the court, as the doctors themseives 
distinctly refused to come to the court to sub- 
stantiate the statemeuts they had already 
made in their certificate. 

Mr. Ronan then asked the court to adjourn 
foran hour to enable the crown to decide 
whether the charge against O’Mahony would 
be withdrawn or application made for @ 
warrant for his arrest. 

Mr. O’Brien was not pleased with the 
prospect for adjourning the case for an hour, 
and he, therefore, asked Mr. Ronan: “Can 
you not decide this matter in half an hour and 
not keep us fooling around here ?’’ 

The court granted the request of Mr. Ronan, 
and adjournment was taken for an hour. 

Upon the reassembling of coum, Mr. Ronan 
Stated that the prosecution had telegraphed to 
two doctors in Clonmel, requesting them to ex- 
amine O’Mahony, and had sent a third from 
Tipperary to visit and examine the defendant. 
He expected that the doctors would appear in 
court later and testify as to O'Mahon y’s con- 
dition, and he, therefore, asked the court to 
take a further adjournment. In the course of 
his remarks, Mr. Ronan said that O’ Mahony, 
through his solicitor, had placed the court at 
defiance. 

This remark excited the indignation of Mr. 
Dillon, who declared it untrue. He further 
said that he had done his best to procure the 
attendance of O'Mahony’s doctors in court. 
Mr. O’Brien said that the defendants had the 
right to complain oo the course of the 
prosecution. Mr. Ronan’s remark, he de 
clared, was addressed to an audience in Eng- 
land and was designed to injure the defem 
dants. 

Mr. O’Brien’s remarks were greeted with 
cries of, ‘‘Hear!’’ “Hear!” by the defendants. 

Ascene of confusion now occurred. Mr. 
Ronan repeated his remarks again and again, 
and Mr. Dillon, who was very angry,Joudly 
denied them. Thedefendants in the mean- 
time protested against the court taking any 
further adjournment. He maintained that in 
justice no warrant could be issued for the 
arrest of O’Mahony until the court had heard 
the testimony of his doctors. 

After another heated wrangle, the court 
finally granted Mr. RKonan’s request and a 
further adjournment was taken. The action 
of the defendants’, who are on bail, is likely to 
result in their committal to Clonmel jail for 
contempt of court. 

One hundred Hussars and 350 extra police- 
men have arrived at Clonmel.

You willl remember, too, 
that the county alliance refused to nominate can- 
didates for representatives, or even endorse them. 
I stand now, where I did then, opposed to convert- 
ing the alliance organization into a political body, 
and more emphatically when that action is dic- 
tated from Washington city by influences decid- 
edly objectionable. Edgewood Alliance is opposed 
to endorsing any person for office, or instructing 
against any one for office, for the solid reason that 
the alliance organization is a non-political one, 
and the honor and integrity of the organization is 
pledged to each member “that nothing shall con- 
flict with the freedom of their political (italics my 
own) or religious views.” If the organization is 
wrecked it will be by such action as was taken by 
you and your coadjutors. 

Let me whisper another thing in your ear, 
Brother Chupp: Messrs. T. Y. Nash and W. C. 
Holbrook presented themselves before the demo- 
cratic voters of the county as democrats, to be 
voted for ata primary election, ordered by the 
democratic executive committee. On the day of 
the election Mr.’ Nash stated that he would vote 
as the majority of the democratic voters desired. 
At the election Mr. Holbrook received 1,006 votes, 
and Mr. Nash 1,042 votes, The alliance strength 
is 771. You will perceive then, admitting that 
they received the full alliance vote, that Mr. Ho!l- 
brook rec@ived 235 and Mr. Nash 271 votes in addi- 
tion. All the yotes were predicated on their 
democracy. 

Brother Chupp, you say that the resolution 
reflects the sentiment of the county. I 
deny it and make this roposition to 
you. Let the democrats of DeKalb be heard 

‘ill you join me, not as an allianceman, but as a 
democrat, in requesting the democratic executive 
committee to ordera primary election to deter- 
mine this matter. 

Now, Brother Chunp, as to your snetring re- 
marks about my leaving, all I have to say is that 
I attended the session while the legitimate busi- 
ness of the body was being transacted. When it 
was converted intoa political mass meeting, at 
which an avowed republican, and a protessional 
politician consumed the time, as an allianceman 
true to my obligation and the honor 
and integrity of the organization, I could not 
take part, but when the hour for my return to 
the city came, left. Let uscall for the primary.

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“Jeffersonian” Republicanism. 

The manifesto of the so-called Jeffer- 
sonian democrats, which issues forth 
from Douglasville, and which we printed 
yesterday, is worthy the serious attention 
of all Georgians who respect the in- 
tegrity of their party and the success of 
democratic principles. It is part of the 
blundering movement, to which we 
called attention the other day, to bend 
or break the party in the interest of 
personalism. 

It is part of a futile, but deplorable 
effort to render, not only the machinery 
of the democratic party, but the very 
principles of the organization subservient 
to the whims of a few who would 
override the many. 

This would be unfortunate enough and 
foolish enough, but the effort goes fur- 
ther and drives deeper than this, and 
proposes to support a republican candi- 
date nominated by a few irresponsible 
negroes, rather than vote for the candi- 
date suggested by the farmers and put 
forth by the democratic party of this 
district. 

This statement is plainly made by the 
Douglasville gentlemen who have issued 
their manifesto. “To the Jeffersonian 
democrats of the fifth congressional dis- 
trict,’ says the manifesto, ‘‘we take 
this method of announcing that we 
will not support L. F.  Livings- 
ton, the so-called democratic nomi- 
mee for congress, but knowing’ the 
ability, courage and fidelity of Colonel 
Will Haight, have decided to support 
him.’’ There is nothing equivocal about 
this. These Jeffersonians announce that 
they will support the republican candi- 
date nominated by a lot of negroes in 
preference to the democratic candidate; 
and, feeling that they stand greatly in 
need of sympathy, they advertise a 
convention to be held in Atlanta next 
Saturday. 

The reasons that they give for their 
position are the most remarkable we 
have ever seen in print. These may be 
summed up very briefly. They refuse to 
support Colonel Livingston, the demo- 
cratic nominee, because (1) he is op- 
posed to Governor Gordon for the sen- 
ate. 2. He is in favor of the sub- 
treasury scheme. 3. He is the choice of 
the farmers. Rather than support such a 
democrat as that the Jeffersonians are 
free to say that they will vote for an 
out-and-out republican. Surely, in some 
strange fit of. anger and passion these 
gentlemen have been led to throw their 
reason and their judgment to the winds. 
Colonel Livingston may be opposed to 
Governor Gordon—he may be in favor of 
the subtreasury plan—and he may be 
the choice of the farmers, but he is no 
less the nominee of the democratic 
party on this account. 

In his race for the party nomination, 
he made a _  square-out, an open and a 
winning fight. He went to the demo- 
cratic voters with all the issues on 
which he asked for the nomination, 
and was successful in driving all 
opposition from the field. He made 
a campaign that ought to be and is sat- 
isfactory to every just and fair-minded 
man. There is not a voter in the dis- 
trict but knew, while the campaign was 
going on, just how and where Colonel 
Livingston stood. He ran the race as a 
democrat, but avowed himself, as an alli- 
anceman, in favor of the subtreasury 
scheme, or some other plan which would 
have at least a tendency to give the 
farmers of this country the showing that 
has always been denied them—the same 
showing that is given to thé banks, and 
other monied corporations, to the mon- 
opolies, and, in fact, to all the concerns 
that have money enough to control the 
politicians who have charge of the ma- 
chinery of the government, Further than 
this, he announced, after his nomination, 
that, as a matter of course, he would 
abide the democratic caucus in all things. 

It has been found, since the subtreas- 
ury scheme was suggested, that other 
people, who are not alliancemen, have 
schemes for relief. We have seen, and 
the readers of Tuer ConsTITuTION have 
seen, schemes proposed that are wilder 
and more undemocratic than the sub- 
treasury plan, Has not Colonel Living- 
ston the same right to favor the alli- 
ance plan, open to change and correc- 
tion, but always keeping the principle of 
relief in view, as other public men and 
candidates to favor their recently invented 
measures ? 

We have another question to ask these 
Jeffersonians, that will go at once to the 
bottom of the whole business, whether 
they choose to answer it or not. When 
and in what manner have the alliance- 
ever made the slightest 
effort to disturb the harmony of the dem- 
ocratic party on account of their sub- 
treasury plan? There is no record of 
such an effort. On the contrary, when 


| 


the democratic state eonvention met in 
Atlanta, a few months ago, the alliance 
democrats, although they had complete 
control of the body, did not for 
once suggest the subtreasury scheme, 
thus setting’ an example of con- 
servatism that every patriotic dem- 
ocrat in Georgia is personally interested 
in following. In reply, the Jeffersonians, 
so-called, will say that the alliance has 
antagonized distinguished democrats. This 
is true, but tle. fact should be borne in 
mind that distinguished men have an- 
tagonized the alliance. 

These are matters that cannot be too 
plainly alluded to. All She trouble comes, 
not from the alliance nor their subtreas- 
nry scheme, but from bad and injudicious 
advisers ringing the subtreasury issue into 
the senatorial race. 

And now, following all this, comes the 
declaration that because the alliance is 
in favor of the subtreasury scheme, they 
will support the candidate of the negro 
party for congress in preference to the 
democratic candidate, who is in sympathy 
with the farmers. 

We may say here that the farmers of 
Georgia have as much right and interest 
in the democratic party as any other 
class. They have supported the party 
from first to last, and they are support- 
ing it now. They form the bulk of its 
voters. Turn them against it and there 
will be no democratic party left in Geor- 
gia worth speaking of. Under these. eir- 
cumstances, when, geptlemen claiming to 
be democrats, declaré that they will vote 
with the negro party rather than for the 
candidate who is in sympathy with the 
farmers, they offer an insult to the agri- 
cultural class which THE CONSTITUTION 
and all good democrats must protest 
against. _It is carrying the interests of 
personalism to a point where they are 
calculated to disgust the people. 


A Lame Defense. 

The ‘‘colonel’’ of The New York Mail and 
Express devotes one of his lurid editorials to 
THE CONSTITUTION, not forgetting, how- 
ever, to include a few ‘‘rebel brigadiers’’ in 
his remarks. He is evidently after another 
free advertisement, but for this once we shall 
dismiss him in a few words. 

The colonel’s anger was aroused by some 
comments of Tuk CONSTITUTION on a con- 
gratulatory telegram to the negro Langston, 
now of the house of representatives, which 
telegram was floating around the country 
with Elliott F. Shepard’s name attached to 
it. It may be remembered that this tele- 
gram advised Langston to ‘‘stir up his race 
in South Carolina and capture the govern- 
ment.’’ 

In our comments we said that it was the 
dream of Shepard’s life to see black heels on 
white necks in the south, and any one who 
reads his paper must arrive at the same con- 
clusion. But, passing over the abuse in the 
colonel’s defense, which is characteristic and 
amounts to nothing, we are glad to put him 
on record.as evincing a change of heart. He 
says: 

But, should THe CONSTITUTION’S dream ever 
come true, of ‘“‘black heels on white necks,’’ The 
Mail and Express will be the firatto rush to the 
rescue of the ‘‘white necks’ and the downing of 
the “black heels.” 

He qualifies this, gof course, with some 
further remarks; but we are willing to ac- 
cept it as an apology for his former rashness 
in advising the negroes of South Carolina to 
bestir themselves and capture the govern- 
ment. ' 

The colonel’s repentance may come late in 
life, but there may be hope for him yet. 
Still, if he did not write that incendiary 
telegram to Langston, we do not see how he 
can well shirk the responsibility of it by 
shifting it, in a general way, upon The Mail 
and Express. The telegram certainly did 
appear in the press with his signature, and 
we do not see how he can get around it by 
this apparent effort to transfer the responsi- 
bility in the manner stated. It is under- 
stood that he is the editor of The Mail and 
Express, and as such is, or ought to be, re- 
sponsible for its actions. 

Therefore, whether he wrote the Langston 
telegram or not, he is bound to get the credit 
for it. 


Cotton Consumption for September. 

The New York Chronicle’s review of the 
cotton consumption and overland movement 
for September says that the present crop be- 
gan to move early,and the movement has been 
on a liberal scale; as a result the amount of 
cotton marketed up to the first of October is 
largely in excess of the movement for the 
similar period in any previous year. In fact 
there has come into sight during the month 
855,274 bales, or 206,504 bales more than in 
September of 1889, while compared with 1888 
the gain is 431,065 bales,or over 100 per 
cent. There were exceptional circumstances, 
however, tending to retard the movement of 
cotton in 1888—the lateness of the crop, the 
unwillingness of planters to pay the ruling 
prices for jute bagging and the yellow fever 
epidemic. The first two of these causes also 
operated last season, but toa lesser extent 
than in the previous year. 

The gross rail shipments in September 
have been 35,546 bales, which compares with 
21,619 bales last year and 16,538 bales in 
1888, and all the various routes have shared 
in the increase recorded over last year. The 
net also exhibits a gain over the correspond- 
ing month of 1889, while contrasted with 
September two years ago the excess reaches 
17,046 bales, 

In no previous season, The Chronicle goes 
on to say, has so great an amount of cotton 
been received at the outports during the 
opening month as in the current year. The 
nearest approach to the figures now recorded 
was in 1887, when the total reached 654,776 
bales. Making comparison between the 
years included in our statement we find that 
1890 exhibits a gain over 1889 of 170,526 
bales, and that contrasted with 1888 the in- 
crease is 400,219 bales, or over 120 per cent. 

There is one point that the figures bring 
out very clearly, and that is the improved 
conditions over 1889, both as regards ma- 
turity and yield, in the Atlantic states, for 
while at all the important ports a 
amount of cotton has-been received than in 
1889, the ports on the Atlantic seaboard 
have gained most largely. Foreign exports 
have reached a very heavy aggregate 
during the month, exceeding the pre- 
ceding highest total, which 


was ; 
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as well as those at interior towns, are 
much ahead of the corresponding date in 
1889, 


An Unwise Change, 

The action of the council yesterday in 
asking for an amendment to the city 
charter so as to permit the mayor, coun- 
cil and aldermen to be elected for two 
consecutive terms instead of one, as the 
law now stands, will and ought to meet 
with strong opposition. 

The clause proposed to be amended was 
inserted in the present charter of our city 
by a large and intelligent body of citi- 
zens, who were appointed to prepare a 
charter that would. correct certain evils 
that had sprung up in our city govern 
ment, and this clause covered one of these 
evils complained of. It has worked well 
for years and the city has been greatly 
benefited by its enactment, as every old 
citizen well knows. 

We think it is a mistake to suggest 
such a sweeping change of a clause that 
is so liable to be abused, if not guarded. 
It is all very well if we could always get 
good men to run for these offices, but it 
lessens the chances to get such men to 
be candidates when they know they will 
be opposed by men who are in office and 
backed by the official patronage of the 
city. 

Such a change would be a fruitful source 
of combinations from one term to an- 
other, and would result, as it has in the 
past, in great dissatisfaction and injury 
to the city, and will, if granted by the 
legislature, eventually call for action from 
our citizens again to reform our city 
government. 

It is a good rule, in regard to our city 
charter, to let well enough alone. The 
clause, as it is, has certainly worked well 
for the city, and while, in the past, a 
few good citizens may have been ineli- 
gible to hold office for more than one 
term, we have always been able to get 
others to supply their places, without 
manifest inconvenience to the city, and 
certainly without any danger from those 
disposed to conspire from term to term. 

We are well satisfied that the proposed 
change is too sweeping, and ought not 
to be made.

rs. Ora McKey, accused of the killing of 


Mrs. Mat Wimpee, by giving her poison, was 
formerly an Atlanta girl. 

Her maiden name was Ora Buice, a hand- 
some and popular young lady, who had quite 
a large circle of friends and admirers when she 
resided in Atlanta. 

The affair was widely discussed upon the 
streets yesterday. When the news that Mrs. 
Wimpie had died reached the city, the inter- 
est was heightened. 

All sorts of talk was indulged in about the 
sensational affair. Mrs. McKey was well re- 
membered by many and her connection with 
it was in the nature of a local sensation. 

IS MRS. M’KEY IN ATLANTA? 

During the day telegrams were received at 
police headquarters, requesting the appreben- 
sion of Mrs. McKey, who was supposed to 
have come to Atlanta to her relatives. 

But diligent search by the police failed to 
discover her, and so far her whereabouts is as 
much of a mystery as ever. 

She has not been seen or heard of since last 
Friday afternoon, when she got aboard a train 
bound in the direction of Atlanta. 

Where she is, nobody knows—at least none 
of the authorities know. 

The coroner’s jury, after an inquest upon 
the remains of Mrs. Wimpee yesterday, ren- 
dered a verdict accusing Mrs. McKey of her 
murder by poisoning. The charge of murder 
against Mrs. McKey, was plain and explicit. 
In view of this, the tragedy} becomes more 
sensational. 

MRS. MCKFY’S UNCLE TALKS. Be 

Yesterday evening a CONSTITUTION re- 
porter called at the residence of Mr. David 
Buice, on Calhoun street, an uncle of Mrs. 
McKey. | 

It was thought that she might possibly have 
come there when she took the southbound 
train from Rome, , 

Mr. Buice was very much troubled over his 
niece’s situation. He stated that to the best 
of his knowledge she was not in Atlanta, and 
that he had not the least idea where she was. 

“I have been to Rome today,”’ said he, “in 
response to telegrams from Mr. McKey, but 
could learn nothing at all which would lead to 
the discovery of Mrs. McKey. 

‘“‘Her own husband has not the remotest 
idea whero sheis. The last he saw ctf her was 
last Friday when he put her aboard.jhe train. 
At that time no charges had been mate “rainst 
her. 

‘She was to come down this way to visit— 
not directly here but to friends below here. 
On her return she was to come by Atlanta.’’ 

Mr. Buice did not care to talk about the de- 
tails of the tragedy in which his neice is 
mixed up.

The coal man was asked what he thought 
the cause of the present low supply on hand 
was. 

‘‘Tt is due to the railroads, principally,’’ he 
said. ‘AJ) the roads that} haul Atlanta’s coal 
supply are behind. with. their. coal busi- 
ness. Especially is this the case on the East 
Tennessee road which hauls: more coal into 
Atlanta than any, yes, I may say, all of the 
other roads combined.”’ 

‘“‘How do you account for this?” 

“In several ways. Generally, the reason 
the reads are slow in moving coal 
shipments, is that they are just'iat this season 
of the year engaged in handling the cotton 
crop. Then there is a heavy business in other 
freights, and it keeps the road hustligg to 
keep up, at least this is the excuse they give 
when we get after thenr for delay in our ship- 
ments.”’ 

‘*‘Tiow about the mines?” 

“They are all right. There is no tronble 
in getting the coal out. There is plenty.of it 
to be had if the railroads could handlg jv as I 
have said.’”’ 

‘‘And the prices?”’ 

“Since the 20th of August coal has been 
selling at an advance of price 
—50 cents on the ton. Retail 
prices have prevailed since that time, the 
scant supply preventing the dealers from 
allowing any reduction on large orders. Up 
to the middle of August the best grade of 
coal was selling at $4.50 a ton. Since then 
the same coal has been held at $5 and the 
outlook is that it will stay there for awhile 
anyhow, if it den’t go on up. 

“Jelico, Glen Mary, Coal Creek, Poplar 
Creek, and coals hke that sell at $5 a ton, while 
Montevallo brings $6, it being regarded as the 
best article to be had. Only one dealer in 
town has becn able to get any Montevallo, so 
far, however. 

“steam coal up to a few days agowas 
priced at per ton. Itis possible that 
this quality may go up in price 25 cents on 
the ten, or such a figure.”’ 

“Where does Atlanta’s coal come from?” 

‘*Where doesit come from? Well, all the 
best coal but one grade comes from Tennes- 
see, the exception being Montevallo, which 
is dug in Alabama, near Birmingham. Jel- 
lico, Coal Creek and Poplar Creek come from 
Tennessee, above Knoxville. Glen Mary 
comes from above Chattanooga, on the Cin- 
Cinnati Southern, Steam coal comes from the 
same mines, only it is of an inferior quality. 
The East Tennessee, the Western and At- 
lantie and the Georgia Pacific railroads bring 
all our coal to Atlanta. It’s a big business 
to them, but you’d hardly think it, the way 
they treat us dealers sometimesin the way of 
transporiation.’’- 

‘How much coal does Atlanta consume on 
an average?” 

“That’s a hard question to answer. It has 
been estimated though that in cold weather 
wo consume 300 carloads aie day 
of domestic and steam coal com- 
bined. Of course, the consumption 
depends, to a large degree, upon the character 
of the weather. I think a yearly average 
would show about half that much, probably, 
more or less. One dealer alone has a standing 
order for 200 cars. per month. Often this is 
largely increased. More steam: coal than do- 
mestic coal is used, Which goes to show what 
our manufacturers are doing: 

‘We dealers are very much at the mercy of 
the railroads and the mimer. The miner. regu- 
lates the price, and the railroads control them 
both.’’

IRREGULAR RETURNS 
That May Interfere with the Organization 
of the Legislature. 

Secretary of state, Genera! Cook, gives no- 
tice that a number of returns have been made 
irroguiar; and this may seriously interfere 
with the organization of the legislature. 

The law governing the making of returns is 
found in the constitution of the state. The 
returns of the election for governor and state- 
house oflicers are directed to the president of 
the senate and the speaker of the houss, 
pn care of the secretary of state. These returns 
are not opened until the second day after the 
organization of the general assembly. 

The returns of the election for members of 
the general assembly are directed to the sec- 
retary of state. He opens these as soon as 
they arrive, aud furnishes the governor a list 
of the nembers-elect. 

The trouble is that in many instances the 
two returns have been put in one envelope, 
directed either to the president of the senate 
and speaker of Tthe-house, or to the secretary 
of state. 

In event the returns of the election for mem- 
bers of the Jegislature are directed to the pre- 
siding officers of the two houses, the secretary 
of state has no right to open them; and 
cannot therefore certify to the governor as to 
who was elected in that county. 


New, members-elect whose names are not. 


on that list cannot vote in the organization of 
the general assembly. 

General Cook furnishes this list of counties 
where the returns are made irregularly: MBar- 
tow, Berrien, Bibb, Burke, Chattooga, Coffee, 
Dawson, Decatur, Dodge, Dooly, Emanuel, 
Floyd, Jefferson, Madison, McIntosh, Milton, 
Mitchell, Montgomery, Morgan, Pike, Quit- 
man, Rockdale, Schley, Stewart, Towns, 
Twiggs, Upson, Warren, Washington, Wilcox, 
Wilkes, Worth. 

No returns of any sort have come in yet from 
Cobb, Bryan and Walton.

Judge Hopkins’s Reply. 

ATLANTA,” Ga., October €.—Colonel L. P 
Thomas. Dear Sir.—1 have your note of this 
date. The communication you refer to as having 
been written BY me, was published in the AT- 
LANTA CONSTITUTION June 20, 1889. The first 
paragraph in it was in these words: 

“Recent publications about Fulton eounty jail 
should result in geod. L know nothing, except 
from others, of the condition of that particular 
prison. Inthe absence of strong proof to the 
contrary, | should believe that the gentlemen in 
charge of it had done the best they couid to keep 
itin good order. Their well-known characters 
give assur. nce of that. Kut the general subject 
needs attention.” 

My object in writing was to call attention to the 
gencral subject, and my remarks had reference to 
the average county jailin this state. It was not 
my purpose to reflect on your management of the 
Fulton county jail. Of my own knowledge I 
knew nothing about that. 1 knew the gentlemen 
who had charge of it. I had confidence in their 
ability, and particularly in their humanity, and 
hence i stated that in the absence of strong proof 
to the contrary | should believe that those gentie- 
men had done the best they could to keep it in 
good order. I never should have written those 
words of commendation, if I had not believed 
them to be true, Any attempt to condemn your 
management hy what [ then wrote is unjust. 
i think the grand jury kindly referred to what I 
had written oply because it bore upon the general 
subject of the treatment of prisoners. You will 
perceive by careful examination of my article, 
that I based my assault on the jail system of the 
state, upon information derived from records in 
the executive office. In the article I used this 
language : 

“if the testimony which has been spread before 
the world be not a mistake, the average jail in 
this state is a house of death. Authentic records 
in the executive office will prove it, and the good 
inan who now occupies that office has solemnly 
called legislative attention to the enormities that 
exist.”” And again I said, “From the testi-- 
mony before me I do not doubt that 
the condit:on of penitentiary convicts 
who are undergoing punishment for crime, 1s 
vastly better than thatof unconvicted prisoners 
in the average county jail.” 

[hoped that by calling public attention to our 
prison system, the legislature would take some 
Steps to impréve it. The claims of hhmanity de- 
manded then, and they demand now, that 
changes should be mads. I thought then, and I 
tuink now, that the reform should begin with the 
laws themselyes. In other words, that a good 
prison system faithfully carried out, constituted 
the measure of duty to prisoners. 

In conclusion, it is proper to state, that this re- 
ply to your letter is not to be construed as an 
interference in the present canvass for sheriff. I 
have not taken sides in the contest. I write asa 
simple act of justice to yourself and your associ- 
ates. If I believed, which I certainly do not, that 
you or your associates were capable of wilfully 
and intentionally mistreating prisoners, 1 would 
doeverything in my power to defeat your re- 
election. Yours truly, JNO. L. HOPKINS. 

In replying tothat part of the article in 

reference to the feeding of the prisoners, all I 
hare to say is that under contract with the 
United States government, and under in- 
structions from the county commissioners, I 
am feeding them well according to contract. 
The United States prisoners are fed just as the 
state prisoners are fed, and I hear of no com- 
plaint from either the jail examiners of the 
government, or from the county commission- 
ers; nor was therefany complaint by them 
at the time the grand jury presentments 
were made. The only difficulity I have ever 
had is to convince some people with — sickly, 
sentimental ideas, that murderers, 
burglars and the like, cannot 
expect to have furnishéd them bouquets 
of flowers and such daintiés, ‘‘nickknacks’”’ as 
may be found in. first-class boarding houses. 
The truth of the whole matter can be found in 
the fact that our jail, built to accommodate 
prisoners, when the population of our city 
reached 30,000 people, must still be used until 
a larger one is built—one that will be amply 
sufficient for a city of ninety or one hundred 
thousand. But to remedy this difficulty as far 
as possible, I have gone to great expense and 
built,§ without one dollar’s expense to the 
county, an annex to the jail for United States 
yrisoners- where they are now confined. 
This was done under the advice of the 
United States surgeon and the county com- 
missioners. Since that time I have been en- 
abled to care for the prisoners—as far as vent- 
ilation and room are concerned—in a much 
more satisfactory way. 

I deeply regret that the party signing him- 
self ‘‘Fulton County’’—a pretty big fellow, to 
be sure, and one of the to-Morrow ticket, no 
doubt, forgets that our respected, departed 
deputy, C. C. Green, the father of Mr. W. D. 
Green, now on the Morrow ticket for sheriff, 
was, at the very time these grand jury pre- 
sentments were made, a deputy and jailer. It 
is known to all the community that he had 
personal supervision of this jail daily, and 
though his son and coadjutors are , trying to 
condemn his administration as cruel and harsh 
to prisoners, I here affirm with all the 
emphasis I can that I found him at all times 
humane to prisonersand watchful for their 
comfort. There was hardly a day during his 
watchful care of the inmates of this jail that 
he did not hand methe morning report from 
the jail, and advise with mein the manage- 
ment thereof. Shame, shame that any one, be 
he son, friend or foe, that would rise up at 
this time and try to besmirch his good name. 
Again I reveat it, that any one who will com- 
pare the jail, under the management and care 
of this humane officer, toa Siberian pen, is not 
worthy the respect of our citizens.
